Petersburg in 
Appearance, rather reſembles ſe-

much expoſed to Inundations, by 
which it has already ſuffered ſe- 
veral Times; abundance of Peo- 
ple and Cattel have been drown- 


ed, and part of the Fortifications 


wathed away. Some handſomc 
985 Buildings . Palaces; and 


Churches, adorn this City; but 


noſt part of the Houſes are of 


| Wood, ſeldom more than one Sto- 


ry high and thoſe of the com- 


mon "People conſiſt but of ons 


Room.

City and Country about it would 
be ſtarved, were it not for the Sup-

Caſau, Which is above twelve hun- 
dred Miles diſtant from Petersburg. 
But as all Proviſion is very plenti- 
ful in the Heart of Mrſccoy, thou- 
ſands of Sledges are perpetually 
tre velling From thence to Peter s- 
irg laden with Corn, Flower, 


Pruits, a and the. produce of their 


reſpective Countries, which i 
Summer is conveyed to r 
by their Rivers and Lakes: And 


if at any time the Boats happen to 


meet with an Accident in their 


Paſſage, every thing immediately 


grows exceſſive dear in the City 


and the Country about it; for it 
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is obſerved that Petersburg, inſtead 
of being ſupplied with Proviſion 
from the Neighbouring Towns, 
furniſhes 'Them with all manner 
of Neceſſaries: The Ground not 
being cleared of Wood, or the 
Moraſles drained; their Lands 
yield but very little Grain, 


From this Imperial Scat, paſs 
we now to the Empire itſelf, whoſe 
Extent (including the CzAR's Swwe- 
dif Conqueſts) is bounded by the 


Frozen Ocean toward the Nerth ; 


by Chineſian Tartary towards the 


_ Eaft, by the Calmucks, by the Ca- 


ſpian $a, Coban T artary, Georgia, 
the Palus Meotis, and the Leſſer 
Tartary towards the South ; and 


by Poland, the Baltick Sea and 


Bothnick Guiph towards the Maſt. 
The Muſcovites alſo taking Ad- 
vantage of the Civil Wars in Per- 
fra, have of late Years extended 
their Conqueſts beyond the Caſpi- 


amn 8a; but theſe having not yet

Tuts Country extending from 
the Forty ſeventh Degree of North- 
Latitude, to the Arxctic-Circle, 
and beyond; the longeſt Day in the 
South is fiiteen Hours and a half, 
and in the Nor7h there is no Night 
all the Hummer Solſtice. During 
the Minter, which in moſt parts 
continues feven Months, and to- 


wards the North Nine, the whole 


Country 1s covered with Snow a 


Yard or two Thick, and the Ri- 


vers are all frozen up. The Air is 


ſo exceeding ſharp, that Water 


ſprinkled upwards with onc's

to the Ground; and it is no un- 


common thing to find People, who 


have loſt their Noſes or Fingers 
by the extream Cold; but the 
Snow is no ſooner melted, than 
on a ſudden may be perceived, the 


Earth covered with Green-Herbs 
and Flowers; and the Grain, which 
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Hand, will freeze before it comes 
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is ſown in April or May, ſprings 
up fo faſt, that it is reaped in Au- 
="y The Soil needs no Dung or 
other Manure, the Snow alone 
renders the Ground ſo fruitful, 
that they ſeldom fail of good 
Crops; but this is in the Middle 
or Southern Parts of Myuſcooy ; for 
| the Provinces which lie towards 
the North, are Barren, and produce 
very little Grain or Herbage. The 
Cold Weather begins in Auguſt, 
and, till May, every Body is wrapt 
up in Furs, even their Boots, 
which they wear conſtantly, are 
alſo lined with Fur: The Ice in 
their Rivers is an Ell and a half 
thick, and is not melted till ſome 
time after the Snow is gone. The 
Summer Heats are almoſt as trou- 
| bleſome as the J/inter's Cold; and 
the Sum railing the Vapours in the 
Lakes and Marſhy Grounds about 
Petersburg, occaſions Tempeſts of 
Thunder and Lightning almoſt e— 
very Day; but they ſoon blow o- 


ver, and fine Weather ſucceeds,

Travellers complain that the nu- 
merous Swarms of Gnats and 
Flies produced in Muſcovy, by the 
$un's ſhining with ſo intenſe an 
heat on the Pools and ſtanding 
Waters, made by the melted Snow, 
render both Seaſons of the Year 
equally incommodious, 


Trax Provinies of Moſco, or Mo- 


{cowa, communicates its Name to 


the whole Empire. The City lies 


in the Latitude of Fifty-five De- 
grees ; (Thirty-eight Degrees Eaſt- 
ward of London,) lituated in a large 
fine Plain on the River, from 
whence it receives its Benin 
on, extending ſix Miles in Length, 
: and four in ade, The nume- 


rous Churches, with their gilded 
Cupolas and Spires, . with 


the Palaces of the Czar and the 
Nobility, which are ſurrounded 


with large Courts and Gardens, 
afford a beautiful Proſpect upon 
approaching the City. It contains 
near Three [Thouſand handſome 


Stone 
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Stone Buildings, but inſtead of a 
Pavement, the Streets are laid 
with Beams of Fir-Timber, the 
Town is divided into four Quar- 
ters, each of them ſurrounded by 
a Wall : Within that Quarter 
wherein the Royal Palace ſtands, 
are near forty Churches and Cha- 
pels. The Patriach's Palace, the 
principal Offices of State, and the 
ſeveral Monaſteries, would make it 
paſs for a conſiderable City alone. 
Before the Walls is a large Mar- 
ket Place, the fineſt in the whole 
City. There are by Computati- 
on, no leſs than Fitteen-hundred 
Churches and Monafſterics in and 
about Moſco, which are ſo well 
ſupplied with Bells, that on Holy 
Days, the Inhabitants are almoſt 
deafned with their Ringing ; fome 
few Clocks they have alſo here, 
but the uſual Method of telling 
the Time of the Day, is by fixik- 
ing every Hour with a great wood 
en Hammer upon a Board, eſpe— 
cially in Noblemen.s Houſes. 1 he 
58 5 C zA 5 
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Czar's Palace is ſituate on the fide 
of the River Meoſcowa, and built 
of Free-ſtone , its Circumference 


is about twice as large as that of 
the Tower of London. The Ca- 
thedral is a large Ancient Stru- 


cure ſtrongly built of Stone; in 
the Middle of the Church hangs 
a Silver Branch, of a prodigious 


Size: The Picture of the Virgin 
Maury, and the other Ornaments 
of C48 Altar, are ſet off with Je- 


wels, to the Value of fifty Thou- 
ſand Crowns and ene Here, 


is the Great Bell fo much taken 
Notice of by Travellers, and faid 
to Weigh Three hundred and 


Thirty-ſix Thouſand Pounds, and 
to be thirteen Feet in Diameter. 


IN the Church of St. Michact 


are the Tombs of the Czaxs and 
Princes of the Royal Family ; and 
before the Gate of the Caſtle,

As to their Mat riages and Fu- 


n Rites, therein they likewiſe 


follow the Greek Model; on- 
ly it 1s obſervable, that whereas 
they formerly kept up their Wives 
and Daughters, and would not let 
them be ſeen, the. late Czar ſo 
diſcountenanced theſe blind Bar- 
gains, that a Gentleman has now 
the ſame Liberty of waiting on his 
Miſtreſs, and Courting her, as he 
has in any other part of the polite 


World; and they have now En- 


tertainments and Aflemblees among 
them, where married Women and 
Men 
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Men agreeably regale themſelves 
with great Dessney and Decorum. 


Tur immoderate Mourning 
and Howling alſo, with which they 


uſed to attend their deceaſed 


Friends to the Grave, 1s now en- 
tirely laid aſide by the better ſort 
of People, and thoſe who are un- 


der the Eye of the Court; and 


the Rafſians now conform them- 
ſelves in every other Reſpect to 


the Cuſtoms and Manners of their 


politer Neighbours. One ice a- 
mong them is notorious : For our 
own Countryman, Captain Perry, 
obſerves of the Rilſſans, that when 


they make the greateſt profeſſions | 


of Sincerity and Friendthip, they 
are moſt to be {ſuſpected of a De- 
ſign to injure you. The late Czar 
himſelf, uſed to call them, a 7rd 

of Brutes in the Shape of Men; 
and almoſt deſpaired of prevailing 
over their Obſtinacy and Perve rſs. 
neſs. But as he has in a 
Meaſure cleanſed this A 
| | bre 
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Stable, it is to be hoped, that the 
young Emperor Peres the Second, 
by his prudent Choice of able Mi- 
2 — will prevent theſe People 
from relapſing into their Original 
Brutality. 


Arran. this Sketch, deforibing 
the Empire of Ruſſia in general, 
and the Cities of Perersburg and 
Moſcow in particular; it may rea- 
ſonably be expected, that I ſhould 
take 15 Notice of the Inhabi- 
tants. They are, as to both Sexes, of 
a good Stature, Dutch built, and 
for the generality inclined to be 
Corpulent. Their Features and 
Complexions are tolerable, and 
their Conſtitutions are commonly 
hale and vigorous. They wear 
their Hair ſhort, and ſometimes 
cloſe ſhaved ; and formerly uſed 
much to value themſelves on their 
long Beards and Whiskers. But 
the Czar compelled them to 
part with theſe Ornaments, ſome- 
times by laying a ſwinging Tax 
u pon 
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upon them, and at others, by or- 
dering thoſe he found with Beards, 


to have them pulled up by the 
Roots, or ſhaved with a blunt Ra- 
zor, which drew the Skin after it, 
and by theſe means ſcarce a Beard 
was left in the Kingdom at his 


Death: But ſuch a Veneration had 


this People for theſe Enſigns of 
Gravity, that many of them care- 
fully preſerved their Beards in 


their Cabinets to be buried with 


them, imagining, perhaps, they 
ſhould make but an odd Figure 11 
the Grave with naked Chins. 


Trix Women are not to be 


found fault with ; but without a 
pretty deal of Red in their Faces, 


they are not eſteemed handſome ; 
when they would deſcribe a Beau- 
ty therefore, they ſay, e 2s of f 
tively Red, which is the higheſt 
Compliment that can be paſſed 
upon a Lady; and it Nature has 
not furniſned them with it, they 
feldom fail to lay it on in Abun- 
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dance, for they paint exceſſively. 
Their Faces alſo were, hereto- 
fore, covered with Patches, cut 
into all manner of Shapes, as 
Trees, Flowers, Animals, and ſome- 
times Coaches and Horſes. The 
Virgins uſed to have their Hair 
plaited, which hung down in two 
Treſſes on their Backs, but marri- 
ed Women put it up under a Coif: 
They conform at preſent to the 

Engliſh Faſhions. But, the Muſco- 

_ vian Ladies, ſtill look upon Black- 
*Teeth to be more beautiful than 1 
White; in this, being of the ſame 
Opinion with their Afran Neigh- 


bours. 
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As to their Habits, the Men uſed 


to wear a Cap, in form of a Su- 


gar-Loaf, turned up with Furs; 

_ aVeſt, and a looſe Robe over it 
down to their Heels, and Boots on 

their Legs. But the late Czar, | 

eſteeming the Z#ngliſh Dreſs as 

more commodious, when he return- 


ed rom his 1 ravels, obliged his

Subjects to conform to it; which 
ſome of the Rulſians making a dif- 
| ficulty to comply with, he placed 
Guards at the Gates of their Ci- 


ties, who cut the Cloaths of all 


that paſſed by as ſhort as their 


Knees ; and inſtead of Fur-Caps, 
they now wear Hats. The Wo- 
men, Whoſe Dreſs did not differ 
much much from that of the Men, 


except in plaiting their Hair, at 
preſent Dreſs after the Eufupean 


Mode, 


Puk Temper of the Ruſſians is 
not much admired, their Genins 
is tolerably in imitating any thing 


they ſee done; but then they are 


intolerably Slothful, and Proud; 
and as Captain Perry has before 


obſerved, very Deceitful. 


THEIR predominate Vice is 
Drunkenneſs, which is fo common 
among them, that ſome Travellers 


affirm, they make it a part of their 


Religion; for the Moſcopites real-

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iy think that they had not kept an 
Holy-Day as they ought to do, if 
they do not get Drunk before 
Night, For it 1s certain they are 
more addicted to this Vice than 
any other Nation, Captain Per- 
ry fays, in his Account of this 
Country, that as he rode through 
Moſco on a Holy-Day, he ſaw both 
Prieſts and People lye Drunk on 
the Ground, and as he helped one 
of the Clergy, the Prieſt hiecuped 
by way of excuſe, and ſaid, it was 

Holy-Day Time. Their Women 
of Quality are ſo little aſhamed of 
Drinking, that they will freely ac- 
knowledge their having been very 
Drunk, and return Thanks to their 
Friends who made them ſo. Cap- 
tain Perry likewiſe aſſerts, that, 
for ſeveral Years after he went in- 
to the Country, it was uſual at 
all great Entertainments, where 
the Court was preſent, as well as 
at the Houſes of private Gentle- 
men, to make the whole Company 
Drunk before they parted, or hep 
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did not think themſelves welcome; 
and the Company were ſometimes 


forced to it, by locking up the 
Doors, or ſetting a Guard upon 


them, that none might get away. 


And this Cuſtom was extended e- 
ven to Foreigners, But, the late 


Right Honourable Charles Lord 
Il/hitzworth (when Ambaſlador from 
Queen ANNE to the CzaR) repre- 
ſented this ſottiſh Compultion up- 
on himſelf and his Retinue, in 


ſuch ſtrong Terms to the Prime- 
Miniſter of Ruta, that for the 
Future they were left at their Li- 


berty; and from this laudable Re- 


formation, not only the Court, but 
Perſons of the moſt eminent Di— 


ſtinction, left off this brutiſh Cuſtom 


of forcingLiquor upon their Friends. 
This muſt be allowed to be a No- 
ble Inſtance of an Heroic Reſolu- 
tion, thus to ſtem the Torrent of 
ſuch a predominate Vice; and 
ſhews what a mighty Influence

tne. Now though my Lord J/þb1t- 
worth was ſo happy as to aboliſh 
Ebriety during his Embaſly there, 
the Ruſſians are again relapſed, 
and are at preſent as fond of 'Tip- 


ling as they were formerly, A 


publick Miniſter who was at that 


Court ſince his Time relates, that 
nt an Entertainment he was invited 


to, by Admiral 4praxin, after hav- 
ing drank a dozen Bumpers of 
Hungary Wine at Dinner, he was 
obliged to take off a full Quart of 
Brandy at two Draughts ; where- 


upon he loſt his Senſes, but had 
the Satisfaction of fecing moſt of 


the Company lying dead Drunk 
upon the Floor before him. This 
laſt Ambaſſador tells us likewiſe, 
that at another Invitation to the 
.Czar's Palace at Peter haßt, on the 
Coaſt of Ingria, the Company 


were plicd ſo hard with Tocap 


Wine at Dinner, that they could 
ſcarce ſtand; yet, were neverthe- 
lefs obliged afterwards each of 


them to drink a Bowl of a Quart,

whbith did ls Buſineſs at once; 


for though the Czar was ſo wiſe 
as to forbear drinking himſelf, he 


was farfrom diſcouraging this Ex- 


ceſs in the Company: On the con- 


trary, within four and twenty 


Hours, he made the fame Com- 


pany drunk again; and as this is 


the greateſt Favour which can be 


ſhewed to a Ruſſian, it is to be 


preſumed that his Majeſty the ra- 
ther indulged his own People in 


this Vice, thereby to ingratiate 


himſelf the more with them, and 
that they might not oppoſe the 
great Deſigns he had in View, 


And as to the Foreign Miniſters, 
his Czarih Majeſty, no doubt, had 


ſome Political Deſign in thus coun- 


tenancing their being thus plied 


with ſtrong Liquors. At moſt In- 
vitations given by the Czar, he 
entertains the Company with his 
Dwarfs and his Jeſters : All they 
ſay is taken in good part, and 
they ſometimes utter ſuch bold

Two Days after the Marriage 
of the late Duke of Courland, with 
the Czar's Niece, the Princeſs 
Anne, his Majeſty, for the Diverſi-
